IS KENO SI,EE1'1NO? 


Nature has given to Reno a com- 


manding position as a commercial and 
mannfactnring center over other local- 
ities in the State. Its natural advan- 
tages are superior to those of any 
other place east of the Sierras and 
west of Salt Lake. Its water supply if 
without a limit for power purposes. 
Its location east of the Sierras and 
west of the VVashoe and other moun- 
tain ranges gives it central of busi- 
ness interests in the valleys lying east 
of the Sierras and west of the moun- 
tain ranges to the east. It is the key 
to all the inter-montane valleys that 
are north and west from therlraokee 
river. It commands by natural posi- 
tion territory hundreds of miles north- 
erly and southerly from the Truokee. 
In the near futare the railways leading 
to the north and south and which have 
a terminus Bt Beno, conneotin,' with 
the Central Pacific, will be extended to 
make connection with other railway 
sytems that cross 'he continent. Oui 
trade, local and national, over the Pa 
ciflc ocesn will be increased in tbi 
next three years three hundred fold. 
Kailway ejstems not now mentiouec 
will berequiiod to meet the demand, 
of ever increasing trade. The pnlsa 
tious of increased action in the neai 
future are perceptible to any observer, 
through the active attention given bj 
capitalists at this time to the great 
future of the Pacific osast as a trade 
center, which action by capitalists i> 
giving a stimulus to mining, agricnl 
ture and stock-raising industries with- 
in the State, and confidence is taking 
the place of doubt iu the minds of tbt 
people, causing healthful activity ir 
business not known in Nevada for tht 
last decade.

but

seems next tc 


impossible to make it patent by action 
in any particular direction that is use- 
ful—the old prairie schooner mode of 
doing business seems to be deep rooted 
in onr business methods. 
"We are 


from habit in a rut, and rontene has 
become a system in our business life. 
Those who are alive to tneir business 
interests in a business way ootae to our 
town and take onr trade from us, and, 
like old hens who are scared in the 
night time when varmints are about, 
we ait and squawk about the people 
sending ont of town for their supplies. 
It seems not to have occurred toeftny 
of us that there is a remedy, if applied, 
that will exclude people who forage by 
taking from onr town the trade that 
rightfully belongs to it, and should 
remain to aid in upbuilding onr home 
interests. While we speak BO plain 
that it may seem harsh, do not believe 
that we do not understand and fully 
appreciate the obstacles that h»ve been 
and ere in our way to business supre- 
macy east of the mountains.

At ten mieatespasteight.p'clock last 


evening a speaial train from Clark's 
Station pulled into Reno, bearing the 
remain* of the three men who were 
killed by the caving of a well at that 
place. 


The work of recovering the bodies 


From the well progressed slowly, owing 
to the water, which flowed in con- 
stantly, bat after the removal of debris 
Wd progressed far enough to permit 
the operation of a pump, a locomotive 
engine was called into play, and a 
steam pump was soon clearing the well 
of water. For nearly five hoar* the 
pump worked •teadlly, and yet the 
water was but imperceptibly lowered. 
At last, however, tbs bottom was 
eiiebed, and the work of removing 
debris commenced. 


As the bodies were burisd to the 


depth of ten feet nnder a mass of wet 
and, ail of whioh had to be removed 
by a common windlass and bucket 


bioh was stopped every few minutes 
n order to pump out more water, the 
ast body was only recovered at 7 
o'clock last night, after working all 
esterday and the previous night. The 


first body was taken out at 1 o'clock F. 
M. and the second at S p. M. 


The remains were horribly bruised 


and mutilated. Death mu«t have been 
almost instantaneous when the great 
mass of wet earth and timbering fell 
upon them. The current report that 
t least one man was alive shortly after 
he accident because a rapping was 
heard upon an iron pipe, is bnt en un- 
bonded supposition.

The first body was found in a kneei- 


ng position, the second in a sitting 
osition and the third lying flat on 
ts face in the extreme bottom of the 
well. The Portuguese Bar ocenoio bad 


is shoulder badly crashed, and Fair- 
aim's back was broken. As soon as 
he last corpse was recovered they 
ere placed in the special train in 


waiting and sent to Reno. 


The three men who met their death 


i this terrible manner were well 
nown in Reno.allhaving many friends 
ere.
